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Nearly 400 Homes on List of 
Poorly Numbered Properties

SANDOWN - Sandown 
is moving forward with an 
attempt to make its resi- 
dents safer through the 
enforcement of a long dor- 
mant house numbering or- 
dinance. The effort is being 
pushed by first responders 
who have struggled for 
years with finding homes 
that have hard to find num- 
bers or none at all. 

That poor visibility 
makes it sometimes difficult 
to find the correct home, a 
not uncommon issue. 

Though police, firefight- 
ers and Emergency Medical 
Technicians who deal with 
house numbering issues 
every day pushed for the 
institution of the E-911 sys- 
tem during Town Meeting, 



it failed to pass. E-911 
would have placed reflective 
numbers on posts beside 
each driveway in town, and 
was heralded for its unifor- 
mity and ease of use. Those 
against the adoption com- 
plained about being forced 
to put the numbers on the 
property in front of their 
homes, saying it was a mat- 
ter of personal responsibili- 
ty, not government inter- 
vention. And they speculat- 
ed that the number of poor- 
ly numbered homes was 
quite low. Those most 
vocally against the proposal 
asked that a house number- 
ing ordinance adopted in 
1987 be enforced instead. 

Those who knew the or- 
dinance questioned whether 
it was specific enough to 
handle the problem, but the 
effort to get compliance will 



begin this summer. 

That 1987 warrant arti- 
cle states "To see if the town 
will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing ordinance; Any dwel- 
ling not having the desig- 
nated house number located 
at a non-obscured site visi- 
ble from public right of way 
shall be subject to a $25 fine 
payable to the town. Said 
monies shall be used to pur- 
chase and locate said num- 
ber. 

Late last month, chief of 
police Joe Gordon present- 
ed the selectmen with a list 
of properties identified by 
his officers as having num- 
bering that did not abide by 
the ordinance. 

The police identified 365 
property owners with insuf- 
ficient numbering practice. 
The number of homes is

Present Police Station 
Gets Some Attention

HAMPSTEAD -With no 
new Hampstead Police Sta- 
tion on the immediate hori- 
zon, the security and repair 
issues at the present police 
station finally had to be 
addressed. The Department 
of Labor during its inspec- 
tion of Town buildings 
added a few items to the 
plans already in the works 
for upgrading safety and 
making repairs to the aging 
police station, which started 
out as a fire station and was 
built in 1941 for $2,500. 

The police inherited the 
building in 1985. In 1986, 
after putting up walls and 
creating a dispatch room, 
officers room, interview 
room, chief/sergeant's office 
and a sally port, the Police 
Department occupied the 



building. 

The state for some time 
has been pushing the de- 
partment to provide sepa- 
rate jail facilities for holding 
and booking juveniles as 
well as appropriate facilities 
for adult prisoners, instead 
of handcuffing them to a bar 
on the wall. 

Chief Joe Beaudoin said 
the overall cost of the 
repairs and changes made at 
the station is $15,000. The 
Board of Selectmen in 
December 2011 approved 
taking $10,000 from the 
Government Building Main- 
tenance and Repair line to 
fund a bid from A J. Wood 
for roof repairs and window 
replacement to resolve a 
problem with leaks. Beau- 
doin said the balance he 
wedged out of his budget. 

To address security and 
safety, a new wall was in- 



stalled, creating a small en- 
tryway for the dispatch win- 
dow. That window has been 
redesigned and special glass 
installed, providing a meas- 
ure of safety for the dispatch- 
er. The chief's office has been 
relocated to the former con- 
ference room behind the 
new wall and locked door, 
and his old office is now the 
conference room. 

Officer Doug Mullin has 
handled the repairs, up- 
grades and improvements. 
He said it was as important 
to get the chief's office 
behind the locked door as it 
was to get protections in 
place for dispatch. The door 
from the entry is now 
locked, and anyone entering 
the rest of the building must 
be buzzed in. 

Mullin has also upgrad- 
ed the evidence room and

Contract Awarded for Solid 
Waste Clean-Up at LeClair's

CHESTER - Another 
step in the ongoing process 
to mitigate further pollution 
stemming from LeClair's 
Garage on Fremont Road 
was taken by the selectmen, 
with a bid for work to clean 
up the solid waste there 
awarded to Jay-Mor Wreck- 
ing Co. for $28,800. 

Jay-Mor, out of Pelham, 
gave the lowest bid for the 



project, which asked con- 
tractors to remove above- 
ground debris. Bids ranged 
from $28,800 to $39,200, 
and selectmen said at their 
Thursday, June 7, meeting 
that some of the reasoning 
behind the decision came 
from recent direction by the 
state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Services (DES) 
that additional fencing 
ought to be erected on site 
to secure the area. 

Chair Steph Landau 



informed the board that 
new directives from the DES 
indicate the need for an 8- 
foot-high fence, as opposed 
to the 4-foot-high fence the 
board previously thought 
was sufficient. 

Though the LeClairs 
have been barred from the 
property, that has not pre- 
vented them and their 
friends from further com- 
promising the area in the 
past.

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Problems Pile Up at Sunset Lake Beach Runoff Project

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Beach Committee and two 
of the selectmen met at the 
Town Beach Monday ev- 



ening to look at what was 
supposed to be a dry swale 
with small rock as the top 
layer, created to channel 
run-off and drainage into 
Sunset Lake, thus protect- 
ing the beach from further 




erosion. Instead, the swale 
is filled with brackish, 
smelly water and scum, and 
appears to be flowing back 
from the lake. 

The committee wanted 
to look closely at the situa- 
tion before meeting with the 
swale's designer, Town Engi- 
neer Nick Cricenti, and 
contractor, Chad Bennett of 
Bennett Construction. 

Sunset Lake, according 
to Selectman Rick Hartung, 
is not above capacity, as 



measured by the water level 
at the dam. However, it 
appears the swale is below 
the water level - thus the 
reverse flow. 

Beach Committee chair- 
woman Kim Colbert said 
the committee needs to hear 
from the designer and the 
construction people as to 
their opinion about went 
wrong, how to fix it and 
who will pay for the repair. 
The Beach Committee 
meets on Monday, June 18, 



at 6 p.m., and she said she 
hopes both Cricenti and 
Bennett would be present to 
provide information and a 
solution. 

There is also a problem 
in phase 2 of the project. 
Ledge has been hit, and 
there was no provision in 
the bid contract for dealing 
with ledge. The low bidders 
for the contract did not 
include any provision for 
dealing with ledge. Of the 
five bids for phase 2, only 



the three out-of-town bid- 
ders provided such a provi- 
sion, but the two low bid- 
ders did not. 

Bennett has informed 
Road Agent Jon Worthen, 
who is supervising the 
work, that it will cost 
another $1,500 to deal with 
the ledge, another issue that 
must be worked out at 
Monday's meeting so the 
phase 2 project can be com- 
pleted.

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen unani- 
mously approved the Con- 
servation Commission's pro- 
posed purchase of a 40-acre 
backland parcel off Main 
Street for $85,000 (see relat- 
ed story page 6). 

Conservation Chairman 
Tim Lovell said the next 
step would be to send the 
Purchase and Sales Agree- 
ment to the owner, Poy Lew. 
He also requested that Lew 
be asked to grant permis- 
sion to allow Conservation 
Commission members to 
walk the parcel to make 
sure there are no objects on 
the site that would require 
removal. 

The board asked Lovell 
what the Conservation 
Commission's view was on 
the 1-acre Kent Farm Road 
parcel Tel Noar has asked 
the board to look into sell- 




ing it as part of its negotiat- 
ed gift in lieu of taxes agree- 
ment (see related story page 
6). The Conservation Com- 
mission said it saw no con- 
servation value to the land 
but would object to its sale, 
as the land could be used to 
better purpose as a bargain- 
ing chip for a land swap 
with Tel Noar. 

The board had a lengthy 
discussion about whether 
the Conservation Commis- 
sion's statement releases the 
land for sealed bid sale or 
auction by the Town or 
stops the town from moving 
in that direction. The select- 
men decided to delay any 
decision for 90 days while 
Lovell and Selectman Chair- 
man Sean Murphy work 
with Tel Noar to see if a land 
swap could be worked out. 
The 1-acre parcel is sur- 
rounded on three sides by 
Tel Noar property. 

In other business at 
Monday night's meeting: 



• Nikki Carr, Hamp- 
stead's Human Resources 
director, received approval 
for both her updated Wel- 
fare Human Services Guide- 
lines and the allowable lev- 
els used. 

• Full-time Firefighter 
Jonathan Houde's appoint- 
ment was approved, and 
Selectman Rick Hartung 
announced that Fire Chief 
Michael Carrier's appoint- 
ment for a new three-year 
contract term to be effective 
July 1, is under discussion 
and will be voted on at the 
next meeting. Hartung said 
the board is very pleased 
with Carrier but wanted the 
public to have the opportu- 
nity to weigh in on the dis- 
cussion. 

• The Town received 
two bids for the sprinkler 
system at the Fire Station, 
for which Carrier has a 
grant of $53,200. Granite 
State from Moultonborough 
bid $38,000 and Superior 



Fire Protection from Hook- 
sett bid $45,400. 

Carrier said he would go 
with the low bidder but 
would make sure there is 
sufficient money to do the 
hookup to the Hampstead 
Area Water Company, so 
final approval was put off 
until a later date. 

• The Town received 
two bids for the new Fire 
Department tanker, one for 
$324,686 from KME Fire 
Apparatus and one for 
$339,758 from HME. Carri- 
er said he would review the 
bids before making a deci- 
sion. He has a Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) grant of 
$325,000, of which the 
Town is responsible for 
$16,250 for the tanker. 

• Paul Murphy, Neil 
Lynch and Michael Carrier 
were appointed to three- 
year terms on the newly cre- 
ated Town Facilities Com- 
mittee.

Pinkerton Launches Peer Mentoring for Freshmen

Pinkerton Academy will 
launch a new peer mentor- 
ing program for freshmen 
next year, geared to transi- 
tioning students from inti- 
mate learning environments 
in middle school to the 
much larger campus setting. 

The program was creat- 
ed to offer students the 
chance to get to know mem- 
bers of their class and the 
upperclassmen, as well as to 
educate them on overcom- 
ing challenges they will face 
in high school, such as bul- 
lying and test taking anxi- 
ety. 

Bullying is a real prob- 
lem at Pinkerton, especially 
among the freshmen, ac- 
cording to peer mentors, 
who agreed education is the 
best remedy. 

"I was actually a bully 
myself," said Kelsey Flan- 
nery a freshman and peer 
mentor who said she never 



realized how hurtful her 
actions were until she par- 
ticipated in a seminar on 
bullying at Pinkerton. "We 
can help by making kids 
aware of what bullying is." 

Flannery said one of the 
most common reasons stu- 
dents gossip and say mean 
things about others is 
because they are trying to 
stand out or find their place. 
She thinks the peer mentor- 
ing program will cut down 
cases of bulling at Pinkerton 
by helping freshmen find 
their place at the school and 
educating them about the 
many different forms of bul- 
lying. 

"Once you have hurt 
someone with bullying, 
there's nothing you can do 
after-the-fact to take it 
back," said Flannery, who 
hopes to make up for those 
she has hurt by preventing 
future bullying. 

That's exactly why the 
program was created, 
according to teachers Roger 



Konstant and Brewster 
Bartlett, who are serving as 
advisors to the program. 

"The kids are the ones 
who have the answers for 
things," Bartlett said. "It's 
much more powerful to 
hear a student talk about 
bullying." 

"Kids will respond to 
other kids," Konstant ag- 
reed. 

Topics for the freshman 
seminars include School- 
Wide Expectations, Study 
Skills, Decision Making/ 
Choices, Report Card Re- 
view, School Spirit and 
Clubs and Organizations. 
Next year's seminar groups 
will be smaller than this 
year's groups, thanks to the 
help of the new peer tutors. 

This year's freshmen 
said their seminars suffered 
from the large size, which 
forced the teachers to spend 
more time managing all 
their students rather than 
having the in-depth discus- 
sion planned for next year. 
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Pinkerton's peer tutors 
helped create next year's 
seminar topics and wrote 
personal mission statements 
for the program, for which 
they will each earn a quarter 
academic credit. 

In addition to reducing 
new students' anxiety over 
attending a new and much 
larger school, the peer men- 
toring program is also 
intended to help the fresh- 
men succeed academically 
by learning from the wis- 
dom of those who came 
before them. 

Haley Wahl, a junior, 



said she tried many differ- 
ent study strategies that 
failed before she found the 
method that worked best 
for her. 

"I hope to help the 
freshmen avoid the mis- 
takes I made," she said. 

Other peer tutors said 
they joined to offer the 
freshmen someone they are 
comfortable approaching 
with questions. 

"Sometimes the transi- 
tion to high school is really 
hard," said Ben Thomas, a 
junior. "Some students are 
afraid to go to their teach- 



ers. Or maybe you want to 
get involved in a school 
group, but you don't know 
how. Now they will have a 
peer they can go to, which 
makes things a little less 
frightening." 

Mariah Larocque, a 
sophomore, said knowing 
upperclassmen will give the 
freshmen a confidence 
boost. 

"They won't feel like 
they have to make them- 
selves known - they will 
already be known," she 
said.

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Electric Utility Trimming and 
Cutting Trees in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - In an ef- 
fort to stem the rising num- 
ber of elongated weather- 
related power outages, Pub- 
lic Service of New Hamp- 
shire (PSNH) is clearing 
trees from main electrical 
line feeds in a variety of 
places across the state. 

Hampstead's main elec- 
trical feeds run along Depot 
Road and Main Street, and 
these two byways show the 
extent to which PSNH is 
determined to lessen the 
impact of ice and wind. 

Along Depot Road 
where the PSNH electrical 
lines run, trees have been 



cut down that threaten the 
wires or whose branches 
would soon threaten to tear 
down power lines in the 
next major weather event to 
hit the area. Main Street is 
the scene of a similar clear- 
ing of trees, with still more 
marked with orange tape to 
signify they will soon be 
logged. 

According to PSNH 
Southern Division Com- 
munity Relations Director 
Elizabeth LaRocca, the tree 
cutting is intended to 
reduce the threat of power 
outages. The company is 
concentrating on clearing 
the main electrical feed 
lines, she said, noting that 
almost all the individual 



property owners' sign-off 
permission slips have been 
gathered. 

When landowners want 
the wood left behind for 
them to cut up for fire- 
wood, the trees or large 
branches are left on their 
property. For those who 
don't want the wood, PSNH 
will have logging trucks go 
through the area and 
remove the downed trees 
and branches that are too 
big to chip. Brush and 
smaller branches will be 
chipped. 

"This is a standard oper- 
ation entered into by PSNH 
to reduce future power out- 
ages," LaRocca concluded.

Selectmen are looking to 
have a signed contract 
before the end of the fiscal 
year on June 30 in order to 
encumber money in the 
current year's budget for the 
work. 

Though Landau suggest- 
ed that it was reasonable to 
take the money from next 
year's legal line, selectman 
Jack Cannon argued that the 
money was available this 
year from the highway 
department, and that it didn't 
make sense to burden next 
year's budget with the sum. 

According to discus- 
sions last week, the select- 
men will be directing build- 
ing inspector/code enforce- 
ment officer Thorn Roy to 
investigate the cost for fenc- 
ing from local companies 
and Jay-Mor. 

Selectman Mike Weider 



said it made sense to ask 
Jay-Mor for a figure because 
they'd already be on site and 
may be able to do the extra 
work at a good rate. 

It is expected that more 
than 300 feet of fencing will 
be erected, including on 
209 feet of frontage. 

"It's not solving the 
problem," Cannon conced- 
ed about the clean-up. "But 
it will prevent it from get- 
ting worse. We're between a 
rock and a hard place here." 

The board has been 
struggling with how best to 
move forward with fixing 
the LeClair mess in light of 
potential liability the town 
could assume, should it 
take possession of the land. 

Though the LeClair site 
has been a contamination 
presence for decades, this 
year's efforts at removing its 
pollutants, and mitigating 
any further environmental 
harm or human health risk. 



have been progressing more 
rapidly than before. 

Owner Lorette LeClair 
and her son Wayne LeClair 
have been successfully sued 
by the town for their part in 
allowing the approximately 
two-acre property to be- 
come contaminated by a 
host of automobile-related 
fluids. Studies found that 
those contaminants had 
migrated and impacted the 
bedrock into surrounding 
drinking water wells. 

One of those wells 
prompted a recent press for 
clean up, including a DES- 
led removal of all liquids 
and some soil on site earlier 
this year. Neighbors Jodi 
and Charlie Mitchell's well 
was found to contain 1200 
micrograms per liter of 
MtBE (Methyl Tertiary Butyl 
Ether), a solid 1187 micro- 
grams over the state 
groundwater quality stan- 
dard.

the armory, and the interior 
of the station has been 
painted. Some improve- 
ments have been made as 
well to the second floor, 
where a former storage clos- 
et has been turned into a 
locker room. 

Mullin said there is still 
more to be done but no 
money is available. 

"We reused absolutely 



everything we could to save 
money as we made the 
changes," Mullin said. 

Asked whether the De- 
partment of Labor inspec- 
tion had precipitated the 
changes, Mullin said the 
plans for the safety up- 
grades and the roof and 
window repairs were al- 
ready in the planning stage. 
The Department of Labor 
punch list was minor, other 
than requiring safety glass 
for the dispatch office. 

Speculation in town is 



that the Department of 
Labor inspection of all town 
buildings came about as a 
result of a Department of 
Labor employee going 
through Hampstead and 
discovering detail officers 
were not using the pre- 
scribed paddles. Beaudoin 
affirmed that he had been 
told by the Department of 
Labor to send his officers to 
"traffic class" but he didn't 
know if that incident had 
any relation to the inspec- 
tions that followed. 
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Chester to Support Proposed State Scenic Byway

The stretch of Route 121 
that travels through Chester, 
Sandown and Hampstead is 
on its way to being named a 
State Scenic Byway. 

As a portion of the pro- 
posed Robert Frost/Old 
Stage Coach Scenic Byway, 
the three towns will join 
with Derry Atkinson and 
Auburn in the byway's loop. 
Proponents of the designa- 
tion point to the route's cul- 
tural, historic, natural, 
recreational and scenic 
qualities as justification for 
the distinction, which aims 
not only to promote those 
qualities but to highlight 
the towns and benefit their 
businesses. 

Signs may be put up 
denoting the route and 
efforts may be made to make 
it more visitor friendly. 

Selectmen from partici- 
pating towns are being 
asked to give their recom- 
mendations to the project, 
as the Chester board of 
selectmen were on Thurs- 
day, June 7. The board met 
with Chief Executive Offi- 
cer/executive director Dave 



Preece of the Southern New 
Hampshire Planning Com- 
mission (SNHPC) and resi- 
dent Jean Methot to learn 
about the process. 

Atkinson had success 
last year in designating the 
portion of Route 121 in its 
town where the old stage 
coach route ran between 
Haverhill, Mass., and Con- 
cord, NH as a scenic byway. 
Both SNHPC and the Rock- 
ingham Planning Commis- 
sion decided it made sense 
to extend that route. 

As proposed, the Robert 
Frost/Old Stage Coach 
Scenic Byway will traverse 
44 miles. The interpretative 
emphasis of the proposed 
Byway, the draft nomination 
reads, will be on the history 
of the communities through 
which the Byway passes, 
including the original stage 
coach service connecting 
Manchester and Concord 
and on to Haverhill and 
Boston, Mass., and the 
importance of the region in 
inspiring the work of the 
late American Poet Laureate 
Robert Frost. 

Each participating town 
was represented by a few 
volunteers on a corridor 



advisory committee. These 
groups put together a list of 
the sites that would make 
sense to point out along the 
route and justified its travel 
through town. In Chester, 
three National Historic Reg- 
ister listed places, Stevens 
Memorial Hall, the Chester 
Congregational Baptist 
Church and the Chester Vil- 
lage Cemetery, are recog- 
nized, along with the 
Chester Civil War Memori- 
al, the Eliot Tavern, Town 
Pound, Brick Schoolhouse, 
the Daniel Chester French 
House, Isaac Blaisdell's "The 
Clockery" the Old Chester 
Turnpike and the Timothy 
Dexter House. 

Methot said there were 
more sites that could be rec- 
ognized but it was a good list 
to start with. Each site has its 
own stories and history, and 
he said that while some 
might not know the Timothy 
Dexter House, its namesake 
was quite a character. 

"He was an eccentric," 
said Methot. "He was even- 
tually run out of town." 

Hampstead sites include 
the National Register-listed 
Meeting House, the Village 
Cemetery, the town hall, 
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the Congregational church, 
Camp Tel Noar, Sanborn 
Shores Campground and 
three historic taverns, a- 
mong others. 

Only a small portion of 
the road runs through San- 
down, and it does not have 
any sites listed on the appli- 
cation. 

Atkinson names Atkin- 
son Academy (on the Na- 
tional Register), Atkinson 
Congregational Church, At- 
kinson Cemetery and the 
town pound, among others. 

Auburn points to the 
Massabesic Lake Recreation 
Area, the Audubon Nature 
Center and Trail Network, 
Longmeadow Congregation- 
al Church and Griffin 
Library, among others. 

In Derry, the focus is on 
Robert Frost, his former 
home, and the roads he 
walked and wrote from, but 
a host of other sites have 
also been recognized along 
the route by its own corri- 
dor advisory committee - 



from the Adams Memorial 
Opera House (now the 
Derry Opera House) to the 
original village center to 
conservation lands and 
Pinkerton Academy. 

Preece explained that 
the next step involves send- 
ing the draft nomination to 
the state for approval, 
which he expects to be com- 
pleted in about six months, 
followed by the creation of a 
more in-depth outline of the 
route and a management 
plan. 

Preece pointed to the 
General John Stark Scenic 
Byway that runs through 
Goffstown, New Boston and 
Dunbarton as a successful 
example. The designation 
has since led to celebrations 
of local culture, ranging 
from an open house at the 
Stark home to cemetery 
tours that brought to life the 
stories of past residents. 

"It gives visitors an 
opportunity to get a glimpse 
of a New England way of 



life they never do get to 
see," said Preece about the 
benefits of the program. "It 
gives a way to showcase the 
historic, natural, cultural 
and recreation resources 
each community provides." 

The Chester selectmen 
were in favor of the nomina- 
tion and will be sending out 
a letter of support soon. 

The New Hampshire 
Scenic and Cultural Byways 
Program was established in 
1992, the legislation adopt- 
ing it reads, "... to provide 
the opportunity for resi- 
dents and visitors to travel a 
system of byways which fea- 
ture the scenic and cultural 
qualities of the state within 
the existing highway sys- 
tem, promote retention of 
rural and urban scenic 
byways, support the cultur- 
al, recreational and historic 
attributes along these by- 
ways, and expose the un- 
ique elements of the state's 
beauty, culture and history." 
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Conservation Moves Forward on Land Purchase

HAMPSTEAD - Only 
one resident attended a 
public hearing held by the 
Hampstead Conservation 
Commission on a proposed 
purchase of approximately 
40 acres of backland off 
Main Street. 

Resident Harry Meldon- 
ian asked a few questions 
about the parcel, and they 
were quickly answered at 
the Tuesday, June 5, hearing. 

The parcel is owned by 
Poy Lew, who does not live 
in Hampstead. Conservation 
Commission Chairman Tim 
Lovell negotiated with Lew 



for several months and 
reached an agreed upon sale 
price of $85,000 for the 40- 
plus acre backland parcel. 
Following the procedure set 
out in statute, the commis- 
sion held the public hearing. 
The commission then 
brought the proposal to the 
Board of Selectmen at its 
June 11 meeting to obtain 
that board's approval of mov- 
ing ahead with the purchase. 

The next step is to get a 
legally drawn up purchase 
and sales agreement to send 
to Lew for his signature. 
Lovell said he hopes the 
process will move forward 
smoothly and in a timely 
fashion. 



Lovell said the parcel has 
lots of hardwood trees, a 
brook and only a small cor- 
ner of wetland. It is sur- 
rounded by land that is 
either already conservation 
land or is in current use. The 
only access is by a closed, 
town-owned logging road. 

The members of the 
Conservation Commission 
present at the June 5 hear- 
ing were Lovell, David 
Treat, Paul Carideo, Bill 
Guest and Joe Milardo. 
They unanimously voted to 
have Lovell present the pro- 
posal to the selectmen. See 
related story page 2. 

"This is a really good 
deal for conservation," 



Lovell said. 

The commission also 
discussed a less than 1-acre 
parcel on Kent Farm Road 
that the selectmen are con- 
sidering putting up for sale. 
The board asked the com- 
mission whether the land 
has any conservation value 
that should be considered, 
and conservation members 
said that after looking into 
the property, which is sur- 
rounded by land owned by 
Camp Tel Noar, determined 
there is no significant con- 
servation value to the parcel. 

However, the commis- 
sion is not in favor of selling 
the parcel, particularly to 
ease budget issues, said Treat. 



In the past, a trade was 
attempted between the 
Town and Tel Noar for this 
parcel, with the Conserva- 
tion Commission seeking to 
swap it for land Tel Noar 
owns adjacent to Shop 
Pond. At that time, Tel Noar 
was not interested in dis- 
cussing a land swap. 

Treat said there might be 
a different outcome if anoth- 
er attempt at a swap was 
posed to Tel Noar. And 
Carideo said he is against 
selling any of the town's land. 

The commission, while 
recognizing the Board of 
Selectmen doesn't need its 
permission to sell the par- 
cel, decided to frame a 



response stating the mem- 
bers' opinion about the pro- 
posed sale. Lovell presented 
the commission's views 
Monday night. See related 
story page 2. 

The position statement 
reads: "We are against the 
Town selling their land assets 
to resolve budget problems 
and that this shouldn't be 
done. The Conservation 
Commission feels that the 
property does not have great 
conservation value but we 
feel the property is more 
valuable as a bargaining chip 
in getting a greater buffer 
around Shop Pond or the 
Moore property." 



After More than Four Years, No Master Plan Update

HAMPSTEAD - Resi- 
dents have been asking 
about when the updated 
Master Plan for the town 
will be available, and the 
answer is that after more 
than four years, it's still not 
ready. 

The Town started after 



Speak Up Hampstead in 
2005/2006 to put together 
an updated Master Plan, but 
the work was done by an 
advisory committee that was 
not under the jurisdiction of 
the Planning Board. When 
the Planning Board did take 
action to update the then- 
1 0-year-old Master Plan, the 
work of the advisory com- 
mittee was forwarded to the 
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Rockingham Planning Com- 
mission (RPC). 

Glen Greenwood of the 
RPC met with the Planning 
Board over the ensuing 
years, and was able to use 
much of that information in 
working on the Master Plan. 
His work was paid for by a 
grant received by the Town. 

That bill was paid in 
2008. 

But today, the Town 
claims it is still waiting for 
the Rockingham Planning 
Commission to provide the 
finished product. Green- 
wood has a different view 
on the situation. 



At last week's Planning 
Board meeting, member and 
Selectman liaison Priscilla 
Lindquist told Planning 
Board Chairman Randy 
Clark that she keeps getting 
questions from residents 
about the Master Plan, and 
asked why it isn't available. 

Clark said the first three 
chapters were finished and 
approved about two years 
ago and the final chapter, 
"Present and Future Land 
Use," is still not finished 
because of an issue with 
maps. He said RPC had not 
forwarded the maps to be 
added to that final chapter. 
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"We finally received a 
disk with the maps just a lit- 
tle while ago but the disk 
contained more maps than 
we wanted to include in 
that chapter," Clark said. 

Greenwood looks at it 
differently. He said the 
maps Clark referred to had 
been delivered electronical- 
ly and in hard copy to the 
Town twice in the last cou- 
ple of years, and he had not 
received any information 
that they were unsatisfacto- 
ry. 

"The Master Plan sec- 
tions the Town contracted 
with us to do are complete," 
he said when contacted by 
the Tri-Town Times last 
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week. "A Master Plan con- 
tains lots of information and 
data, and much of that is 
worked on continuously, 
and that portion I don't 
believe has been complet- 
ed." 

Clark said the maps in 
question have to be copied 
between disks and copies of 
the maps have to be made. 
Once this is completed, 
Planning Board secretary 
Sue Hastings will compile 
the four chapters into a 
binder and the new Town 
Master Plan will be avail- 
able. 

Clark assured Lindquist 
this would take place soon.

CHESTER - Following 
the resignations of director 
of technology Bill Cav- 
anaugh and technology spe- 
cialist Shawn Power, the 
school board met with Keith 
Bramford of Daystar Com- 
puter Services to discuss 
having his company take 
over high level Information 
Technology (IT) needs for 
Chester Academy 

Cavanaugh will leave as 
of June 30 for a position 
with Homeland Security, 
and Power as of June 15 for 
a position in another dis- 
trict. The technology spe- 
cialist position is currently 



posted. 

On a suggestion by 
superintendent Jim Gay- 
lord, Bramford informed the 
board of the services Day- 
star could offer. Bramford 
was clear that while his 
company could provide an 
employee to meet the day- 
to-day needs of the school, 
it wasn't cost effective and 
suggested that the school 
hire someone for "break/ 
fix" issues. If hired, Daystar 
would likely handle the net- 
work needs. 

Bramford suspected the 
company would provide 
maintenance of current sys- 
tems primarily through 
remote access, but would 
have someone on site for a 



day every other week. 

"We want a partner- 
ship," said Bramford, stat- 
ing the company was not in 
the business to sell the 
school something it didn't 
need, but would like to 
work together to enhance 
the current systems and 
improve stability. 

The board, some of 
whom have in-depth back- 
grounds in computers, ask- 
ed Bramford many ques- 
tions to get a clear idea of 
what he was offering, from 
whether the company had 
an Information Security 
Officer, to whether it was 
audited, to the advisability 
of outsourcing servers, to 
whether it could handle vir- 



tualization of the school's In other business at the total surplus of $277,178. 



systems. 

While a rough estimate 
of $20,000 to $30,000 a 
year was given for Daystar's 
services, Bramford said a 
clearer picture of what 
needed to be done and how 
much it would cost could 
only come from an in-depth 
evaluation of the school's 
current infrastructure. The 
cost for that process was 
estimated to be $75 an hour 
for eight to 16 hours. 

That annual cost would 
not include additional proj- 
ects to improve the system, 
but Bramford said his com- 
pany would provide sugges- 
tions to be reviewed by the 
district's leadership. 



June 6 board meeting: 

• Food services director 
Cheryl Musser asked for 
clarification on district poli- 
cies relating to her work. 
She was concerned about 
reimbursement for driving 
the daily bank drop, 
whether she could limit the 
number (currently daily) of 
times she brings the bank 
drop and the protocol 
around generating purchase 
orders in the kitchen.

Chester Students Perform Well on National Tests

CHESTER - Chester 
Academy students again per- 
formed well on their spring 
tests. Each year, grade one 
through eight students take 
the Group Mathematics 
Assessment and Diagnostic 
Evaluation (GMADE) and 
the Group Reading Assess- 
ment and Diagnostic Evalua- 
tion (GRADE), and each 
year the students perform 
well in relation to their 
counterparts across the 
country. 

According to Principal 
Leslie Leahy, the tests are a 
rigorous assessment of what 
the students learned over 
the course of the year and 
are used to help teachers 
work on strengths and 
weaknesses in the coming 
year. 

GRADE evaluates stu- 
dents' comprehension and 
vocabulary skills, while 
GMADE tests concept and 
communication skills, oper- 
ational and computational 
skills and process and appli- 
cation skills. Average stu- 
dents are expected to make a 
year's progress on the tests, 
and the students' average 
scores indicate that the stu- 
dents are performing well 
beyond that expectation. 

According to Leahy, 
when student math scores 
were averaged for each 
grade level, they typically 
scored one to two grade lev- 



els above their current sta- 
tion. Sixty out of the 78 
eighth grade students tested 
were scoring at the 1 1th and 
12th grade level. 

In addition, she said, the 
scores all over the math 



tests exceeded last year's 
results. While the expecta- 
tion is that the average of all 
the scores for grades one 
through eight should have a 
minimum mean of 4.5, 
Chester's average was al- 



most 7.0. 

And the reading results 
were even better, said the 
principal. In those results, 
students were scoring two 
to three grades above their 
current grade level, with 62 



of the 78 eighth graders 
scoring at the 11th and 12th 
grade level. The mean aver- 
age was almost 8.0. 

"Which is excellent," 
said Leahy. 

Leahy said the results 



stem from the collaboration 
between students and 
teachers throughout the 
year, including extra help 
before and after school for 
students struggling with 
parts of the curriculum. 
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Chester Academy Teachers Qualify for Merit Pay

CHESTER - Chester 
Academy teachers operating 
within the collective bar- 
gaining agreement between 
their union and the school 
district will be awarded per- 
formance incentive bonuses 
this year after more than 
fulfilling the goals set out in 
that contract. 

The Chester Education 
Association (CEA) and 
school board created the 
unique, and some would 
say landmark, agreement in 
2009. It incorporates a com- 
pensation plan that groups 
all teachers together to 
work toward common 
goals. Those goals are 
meant to help administra- 
tion and the school board 
quantitatively assess how 



well teachers are doing their 
job, a goal not without its 
difficulties. 

There are six measures 
of that progress in the con- 
tract. A new contract with 
amended goals was ap- 
proved by voters for the 
coming school year. 

The first two goals, 
which deal with academic 
achievement, are worth 30 
percent of the potential per- 
formance bonus, while four 
other goals related to pro- 
fessional performance are 
each worth 10 percent. 

The first two goals are 
based on students' amalga- 
mated standardized testing 
scores (on two different 
tests, the Group Reading 
Assessment and Diagnostic 
Evaluation (GRADE) and 
Group Mathematics Assess- 
ment and Diagnostic Evalu- 



ation (GMADE)). It states 
that students in grades one 
through eight must achieve 
an average composite grade 
equivalency, as determined 
by the Director of Academic 
Programs, at a minimum of 
one grade above their 
expected grade level on the 
GRADE and GMADE. 

Student results on those 
tests exceeded last year's 
results (see related story 
page 7). Results on the 
math test indicate that on 
average, students scored 
one to two grade levels 
higher than their grade 
level. In reading, it was two 
to three levels higher. 

The contract stipulates 
that the composite grade for 
both tests be at least 6.4 (if 
every student performed at 
grade level, the composite 
score would be 4.5). Stu- 



dents scored a composite of 
nearly 8.0 on the GRADE, 
and nearly 7.0 on the 
GMADE. 

The next two goals seek 
to foster communication 
between teacher and stu- 
dent. 

The third contract goal 
asks that at least 75 percent 
of teachers use the Home- 
work Now website to keep 
in contact with kids and 
their parents; all year, at 
least 88 percent of teachers 
were doing so. 

The fourth goal asks that 
teachers keep an up-to-date 
email log for communica- 
tion with parents, and 
according to the school, 
4,050 email exchanges were 
logged between October 
and June, along with 2,050 
phone calls in that same 
time period. 



The fifth goal deals with 
professional development 
and asks that on average, 
teachers spend 25 hours on 
professional development 
annually in New Hamp- 
shire. They earn hours by 
attending workshops and 
taking advanced education- 
al courses. Teachers exceed- 
ed the contract goal by log- 
ging an average of 33.5 
hours per teacher. 

As a whole, the teachers 
exceeded the required hours 
by 386. They took advanced 
courses on topics related to 
School and the Law, Reme- 
diation for Learning Dis- 
abilities, a variety of tech- 
nology courses and more 
specific content topics. 
They attended more than 
150 workshops on a broad 
range of educational issues. 
The final goal is based 



on participation with the 
Student of the Month Pro- 
gram and the school's PAWS 
program, its Positive Behav- 
ioral Interventions and Sup- 
ports (PBIS) program. More 
than 4,000 PAWS stickers 
were given out for good 
behavior and more than 300 
students were given month- 
ly awards over the course of 
the year for exhibiting good 
character and citizenship or 
for excelling in a particular 
area. 

The school board unani- 
mously chose to award the 
bonus, amounting to 2 per- 
cent of a teacher's base 
salary as a lump sum, one 
time payout. 

"This is nice to see," 
said chair Royal Richard- 
son. "With a lot of confi- 
dence, we can say that 
they're doing really well."

bell, which weighs 1,212 
pounds, was tolled for 
almost 200 years to signal 
fires, emergencies, funerals, 
and, before 1930, to mark 
the hours of 7 a.m., noon 
and 5 p.m. It was also a tra- 
dition for the bell to be rung 
from its 198-foot-high 
perch in the Old Meeting 



House steeple at 12:01 a.m. 
July 4 to usher in the 
Fourth of July and celebrate 
America's independence. 

The ringing of the bell 
ushering in the Fourth is 
remembered by longtime 
residents. But the uncertain 
condition of the bell's sup- 
port system silenced it for 
years.

stead. All are Republicans. 

Hampstead also will 
have a seat in Rockingham 
Floating District 34, a one- 
seat district that covers 
Hampstead, Kingston, Plais- 
tow and Atkinson. 

Incumbent Republican 
state senator Jim Rausch of 
Derry of Rockingham Senate 
District 19 has filed for 



reelection. 

No Democrats have filed. 

The filings will go for- 
ward with the proviso that 
because the Representative 
redistricting plan has been 
challenged in court, it 
would be subject to future 
decisions of the court. 

The State Primary Elec- 
tion is Sept. 11, with the 
General Election on Nov. 6. 



In 2005, after repairs 
and adjustments were made 
to shore up the bell's yoke, 
the tradition was resumed 
in modified form by swing- 
ing the clapper. With that 
method, the bell does not 
move but is rung by swing- 
ing the clapper. 

Since then, the Historic 
District Heritage Commis- 
sion and the Hampstead 
Historical Society have 
worked to make repairs and 
replace the yoke so that the 
bell might ring out again. 
Finally, after years of search- 
ing, a big enough piece of 
white oak was located and 
shipped to Hampstead, and 
artisan Dave Dupouy of 
Sandown has taken apart 
the yoke and wheel, made a 
replica of the wheel, and is 
almost finished with craft- 
ing the new yoke. Commis- 
sion member Chip Hastings 
took the 200-year-old hard- 
ware off the old yoke and 
re-blacksmithed the pieces 
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that were salvageable and 
hand made new pieces 
where necessary. These are 
now being attached to the 
new yoke. 

Commission member 
Rob Morris said last week 
that the work on the bell 
and yoke is on target for the 
bell to ring in the Fourth. 
The bell has been rotated 90 
degrees to move the flat- 
tened area where the clap- 
per struck the bell for the 
first 200-plus years, so the 
clapper will ring true with- 
out further flattening of the 
bell's surface. 

The yoke will be lifted 
into the belfry thanks to 
David Fram's donating the 
services of one of his S&F 
Cranes, and then Dupouy, 
Hastings, and Morris will 



put the Paul Revere Jr. bell 
back together on its new 
yoke. The clapper may have 
to be modified but Morris 
hopes that isn't the case. 

The years of effort to get 
the bell fixed and to find the 
funding to accomplish it has 
paid off with the support of 
Pentucket Bank. 

In other business at the 
commission's June 6 meet- 
ing, the members acknowl- 
edged the columns on the 
front porch of the Historical 
Museum are in bad shape, 
and will be lost if repairs 
aren't made soon. 

The commission mem- 
bers agreed that the primary 
focus right now is to get the 
bell fixed so it can ring in 
the Fourth, and then its 
attention will switch to the

The compensation for 
the Interim Superintendent 
of the Timberlane/Hamp- 
stead School Districts, cur- 
rent Assistant Superinten- 
dent Winfried Feneberg, 
was the topic of an extend- 
ed non-public session dis- 
cussion Monday evening, 
but the School Administra- 
tive Unit (SAU) 55 Board 
voted unanimously to 
approve paying him a 
stipend of $60 per day and 
allowing him a total of 
$10,000 to use for others as 
a per diem stipend at his 
discretion during the four- 
month interim period. 

The Timberlane district 
covers Sandown, Atkinson, 
Plaistow and Danville. 

Donna Green of San- 



down, a member of the Tim- 
berlane Budget Committee, 
asked to have the compen- 
sation discussion in open 
session, but School Board 
Chairman Michael Mascola 
recommended for both safe- 
ty and respect reasons to 
hold the discussion in non- 
public session. 

"I do not believe the 
interim Superintendent's 
compensation should be dis- 
cussed in a non-public ses- 
sion," Green said. "This is of 
interest to the entire com- 
munity, as it may set an 
expectation for the incoming 
Superintendent's compensa- 
tion package to some extent. 
There is no issue of reputa- 
tion whatsoever involved so 
'c' (of the statute for non- 
public session) is not called 
for... I would like to remind 
the board that transparency 



is a primary virtue in demo- 
cratic organizations." 

Mascola disagreed and 
said the results of the dis- 
cussion would be made 
public but the discussion 
should be in non-public ses- 
sion. Only board members 
Roger Barczak and Jim 
Stewart agreed with Green 
and Nancy Steenson 
abstained, and the discus- 
sion moved to non-public. 

In other business at 
Monday night's meeting: 

• Eight hundred 
brochures have been sent 
out, ads have been placed in 
a variety of locations, the 
seven focus groups have
